Whereas, uoder the same aspect of jus- 
tice. the ooly periodical edited by me, io 
1835, the ‘Correo Atlantico’ (157), far from 
ridiculing the vation, or plunging it into 
anarchy, as slanderoudly asserted by Anto- 
pio Lopez de Santa Anna in his order of 
banishment, defended tne cause of Mexican 
morality, and refuted some private calum- 
nies against the Texians, and the Govera- 
ment of the United States, seid to be their 
instigator, in order to possess bimeelf with 
that section of the Mexican — 
this I did with the honest view of preveat- 
ing a rupture between the two Govern- 
men's, without ever eptering into any politi- 
cal di-cussion. or indulging in any criticisms 
of the persons and doings of the Mexican 
authorit es: 

‘Whereas the fact alleged io the order in 
qurstion of ‘my having been suffered to re- 
urn to Mexico’ after my banishment, ‘owing 
'o the interposition of Antonio Lopez de 
Santa Anna,’ is a solemn aod impudent false- 
hood, he having tried his best to prevent it, 
as I have already demonstrated usque ad 
nauseam in this statement of facts, 

‘For those considerations, for the present, 
I, Orazio de Attellis Santangelo, do publicly 
declare, loudly pronounce, firmly assert, 
conscientiously swear, and irrevocably de- 
cree— 

1st. That Antonio Lopez de Santa Asana 
is a liar, a coward, a scoundrel, an impos. 
tor. a traitor, a disgrace to mankind, 

2dly. That shoald the Mexican pation 
ever place bim again, or suffer him to place 
himself ageio at her head, she ought eed 
must be deemed to be, from the oldest to 
the youngest, from the richest to the poor- 
est, from the strongest to the weakest of 
her citizens, nothing but a pitifal gang of 
stupid, ignorant, demoralized, debesed 
fools. 

Suly. That all Goveroments ia the world 
which may be 80 unpriocipted as to engage 
at any time, in the least intercourse with 
Antonio Lopez de Santa Anna as the chief, 
voder whatever title, of the Mexican vation, 
should be looked upon as entirely destitute 
of honor, and worthy only of the execration 
ol their subjects, aud of the contempt of all 
reasonable beings. 

‘4thly. That this my sovereigo and irre- 
voceble decree shall be translated into 
French, the universal language of diplos 
macy, and circulated as faras possible, all 
over tbe globe. 

‘Done and given under my hand and seal, 
in the city of Washington, District ot Co- 
lumbia. in the Uaited States of America, 
this twenty-second day of October, the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight bua- 
dred and forty-one, and the first day of t 
sixty-eizhth year of my age. '
